The State Wili Pav $450,060 Income
TaX.

Washington, Oct. 13.—The income
tax, it is estimated, will yield about
$80,500,000 North Carolina’s share
that is somowhere in the neighbor-
hood of $450,000. The sum of 800,-
00¢ has been provided for the collec-
tion of the tax. About $3,500 of
this will go to North Carolina which
will be used by Collectors Watts and
Bailey in the employment of addi-
tional help.

Charlotte or Winston-Salem—-the
experts have not decided which—
will pay !¢ greatest sum of any
Tar Heel community to the income
tax collectors.

The income tax will cover every
State in the Union, Hawaii, Porto
Rico, and the Philippines.

The corporation tax, which was
first collected for the fiscal year
ending December 31, 1910, has re-
sulted in the following collections:
For 1¢10 $28,000,000; 1911, $33,511,-
525, and 1912, $28,583,559. The in-
come tzx will produce more than
three times as much.

New York State will pay almost
twice as much as any other State in
income taxes. Pennsylvania will
come next, and Illinois, Ohio, and
Massachusetts in the order named.

The responsibility for the collec-
tion of the income tax rests directly
upon Col. W. H. Osborne, Commis-
sioner ol Internal Revenue.
